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Mayor provides ‘police chief search’ 
update during Elba council meeting

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday night, Nov. 8, 
Mayor Tom Maddox pro- 
vided an update on the 
ongoing police chief search. 

The mayor said there 
were a total of 16 applica- 
tions for the vacancy, and 
the ‘police chief search 
committee’ had narrowed 
that down to six applicants 
for interview. Since the 
start of the interview pro- 
cess, one of the six also 
had been eliminated from 
consideration, he said. 

Maddox said interviews 
for the remaining five can- 
didates were continuing 
last week. 

City clerk Sally Bane 
added in her comments to 
the council that the com- 
mittee is “interviewing 
what we feel are qualified 
candidates” for the police 
chief position. 

The council approved a 
resolution to award a con- 
struction project for the 
recreational building dur- 
ing the meeting. Upon rec- 
ommendation of project 
engineer DeAnn Grantham, 
the council awarded the 
bid for the next phase of 
building repairs [to include 
painting and repairs] of 
the recreation building 
to Diversified General 
Contractors LLC of Opp, 
Ala. 

The bid award amount 
was $131,232. 

Also, during the meet- 
ing, the council approved 
the reappointments of Patti 
Culver, Mona Wise, and 
Ceina Spicer to continue 
serving on the Evergreen 
Cemetery Board. And, the 
appointment of Raeann 
McCollough was approved 


to fill a vacancy on the 
Housing Authority Board. 
The city clerk noted that 
street department employ- 
ees had been busy recent- 
ly working on potholes 
around the city along with 
completing demolition 
work of properties pur- 


chased through the FEMA 
flood project. 

Due to conflicts with 
Thanksgiving week, the 
Elba City Council will 
meet Monday, Nov. 29, 
for its second bimonthly 
meeting in November. This 
meeting is set for 5:30 p.m.

Wiregrass Angel House 
staff helps victims navi- 
gate the legal system, 
guides them through the 
channels to recover losses 
or receive compensation 
and provides referrals to 
other assisting agencies.

A list of 12 traditional Thanksgiving foods that Americans 
not just dislike but hate was recently released by a polling 
firm — they probably ran out of politicians to promote (or 
slander). The leading items on this list are cranberry sauce, 
turkey, sweet potatoes, dressing, corn, pumpkin pie and 
even ham and mashed potatoes.

Our grandson Lawson enjoyed an afternoon at the 
Peanut Festival Saturday and took along one his cousins to- 
join him on the rides since his Mom and his Nanny both 
told him they didn’t share his excitement. The trip was all 
about Lawson anyway. So, I’m sure everyone that made 

the trip had an enjoyable day. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** For the second time in the past four years the Elba 
Tigers were eliminated from the state football playoff 
with a shutout loss on the road. Four years ago it was a 
28-0 loss at Linden, while the latest came Friday night 
when the high-scoring Tigers were stunned in a 32-0 loss 
at Highland Home. The loss at Highland Home was one 
that shocked all Tiger fans since the team entered the 
game riding a nine-game winning streak and had scored 
almost fifty points a game over in its last five wins. The 
Elba offense was never able to get anything going on the 
ground against an aggressive Highland Home defense and 
really threatened to score only once, while over on defense 
the Tigers were once again vulnerable in the air and had 
a hard time stopping the shifty Squadron quarterback.

*** Over to the college sports world for just a 
moment.... The month of November can be an active 
month both on and off the field and court for college 
Sports programs as football teams fight for the playoffs 
and bowl berths, basketball teams tip off their seasons, 
and coaches in all sports try and keep their jobs in the 
highly competitive profession. It is also an active month 
for collegiate presidents and athletic directors, as a report 
last week by ESPN reported that from Jan. 1, 2010 to Jan. 
31, 2021, colleges in the FBS conference’s paid out more 
than $533.6 million in “dead money’ to head and assistant 
coaches in both sports that were terminated, but were still 
owed money to fulfill contracts. This already staggering 
amount doesn’t even include the tens of millions in 
severance pay handed out since the end of the decade in 
the report, including head coaches at Georgia Southern, 
LSU, TCU, Texas Tech, Akron, UConn and Southern 
Cal, as well as many assistant coaches across the nation. 
Ed Orgeron, still the lame duck head coach at LSU, is 
due $16.9 million to be paid in 18 payments through 
December, 2025. Auburn, which bought out the contract of 
Gus Malzahn in 2020, for $21 million, leads the expensive 
list with $31.2 million in ‘dead money,’ followed by 
Nebraska ($25.8 million), Texas ($21.5 million), Ole Miss 
($20.4 million) and Kansas ($20 million). Schools in the 
“Power 5’ conferences (SEC, BIG 12, BIG 10, ACC and 
PAC12) accounted for 88 percent of the ‘dead money,’ 
led by the SEC with a total of $151 million. Keeping all 
the fans and big donor alumni happy, while trying to stay 


competitive in the big money world of college sports can 
be an expensive thing to do!

In 48-15 playoff win 


Big plays spark Bulldogs win

The Brantley Bulldogs rolled up over 600 yards in total © 
offense, including 483 yards on seven scoring plays, in a 
wild 48-15 win over the Millry Wildcats, Friday night in 
second round playoff action at David Lowery Stadium. 

Brantley began its initial offensive series at its own 
30-yardline after a Wildcat punt and needed seven plays to 
cover the 70 yards to the endzone to get on the scoreboard. 
Robert Shine rushed for 36 yards on two carries to help 
lead the Bulldogs down the field, while Kedrick Brown 
added 39 yards on three carries and scored the touchdown 
on a 30-yard dash down the sidelines. The extra-point 
try failed, but with 7:51 left in the opening quarter the 
Bulldogs were already on top 6-0. 

Millry recovered a fumbled punt at its own 34-yardline 
late in the quarter and drove 66 yards in six plays to pull 
even. Owen Hendry completed two passes for 30 yards 
to highlight the scoring drive, while the score came on a 
7-yard run by Daylon Edmunds. The extra-point attempt 
failed, but with 3:35 left in the quarter the score was tied 
at 6-6. 

The score didn’t stay tied for long; however, as on 
Brantley’s ensuing possession Robert Shine went off 
tackle and raced 71 yards untouched for a Bulldog 
touchdown. The extra-point try was again unsuccessful, 
as Brantley went on top 12-6 with 3:17 remaining in the 
stanza, 

Brantley began its next possession at its own 30-yardline 
following a defensive stand and once again needed 
only one play to find the endzone as on the first down 
play Robert Shine burst up the middle and raced 70 
yards for a touchdown. Kedrick Brown ran in the two- 
point conversion as the Bulldogs lead grew to 20-6 with 
40-seconds left in the first quarter. 

Millry added to its point total on its ensuing possession 
on a 29-yard field goal by Zach Jenkins as the Wildcats 
closed to within 20-9 with 6:30 left in the second quarter. 
However, the Bulldogs weren’t about to let the ‘Cats 
get any closer as on Brantley’s next possession Daquan 
Pittman went up the middle and rambled 71 yards for 
a score. Shine added the two-point conversion as the 
Bulldogs lead went to 28-9 with 5:13 remaining in the 
half. 

Brantley fumbled on its initial possession of the third 
quarter, but got the ball back at its own 12-yardline on a 
defensive stand, and again needed only one play to find 
its way to the endzone as Kedrick Brown reached the 
sidelines after taking a handoff and raced 88 yards for a 
touchdown. Jayden Parks kicked the extra-point, and with 
7:52 left in the third quarter Brantley’s lead had grown to 
35-9. 

Brantley lost another fumble on its next possession 
after reaching a first and goal at the Millry 9-yardline and 
watched as the Wildcats drove the length’ of the field to 
reach a first down and goal at the four-yardline. However, 
the Brantley defense stiffened and regained possession 
back at the 20-yardline. 

The Bulldogs needed more than one play to add to its 
lead following the defensive stand, but not many more, 
as on third down Tucker Kilcrease spotted Robert Shine 
all alone near the sidelines, hit the speedy back with a 
pass and then watched as Shine set sails on an 80-yard 
reception. The extra-point try was blocked, but with 8:43 
left in the fourth quarter the Bulldogs were in charge with 
a 41-9 lead. 

Brantley got the ball back at its own 33-yardline 
following a pass interception by Khaliq Smith, and again 
struck quickly as on second down Daquan Pittman took

Parker Driggers was a three-sport star at Brantley High 
School. He earned all state as a football and basketball 
player, and scored over 1,000 points in his basketball 
career for the Bulldogs. 

Driggers finished his senior year at Brantley winning a 
state championship in the 100 meter dash and shot put in 
Brantley’s inaugural track and field season. 

After graduating from Brantley in 2019, Driggers 
signed with the University of North Alabama. He played 
in four games his true freshman year, and redshirted. In 
his redshirt freshman year, 2020, the season was shortened 
due to COVID-19. In that season, Driggers played slot 
receiver and ran the wildcat for the Lions. He led the team 
in rushing and all purpose yards. 

Due to COVID, the 2020 season did not count toward 
the eligibility of Division 1 fall athletes. 

This football season, Driggers is still a true freshman. 
He was moved to running back and starts there for the 
Lions. He again leads the team in rushing, all purpose 
yards, TDs and kickoff return yards. 

Driggers broke a UNA and Big South Conference 
record with a 99-yard rushing touchdown earlier in the 
season. This also ties the NCAA all time record. 

After this season, Driggers still will have three years of 
eligibility left.
